MANY NEGROES TO 
BE MADE WEALTHY 


Revision of Tribal Rolls At- 
tacked in Suit Instituted in 
1892, and Contention of 
Lawyers Is Upheld by the 
Supreme Court. 


By a decision just handed down in the 
United States Supreme Court, in a suit 
pending since 1892, Attorneys Robert H. 
Kern and Henry’ D. Laughlin of St. 


Louis expect to be paid a fee of ap- 
proximately $1,000,000. Oi] lands of 4 
value estimated by them at more than 
$10,000,000 will be allotted to their clients, 
the former negro slaves of the Chero- 
kee Indians, by virtue of the decision. 

In a former case involving an allot- 
ment of rentals of this land. Kern and 
Laughlin obtained the payment of $1,- 
000,000 to the former slaves, and received 
a fee of about $100,000. The Indians had 
rented the lands to cattlemen for $300,- 
000 a vear for grazing purposes. 

The discovery of oil in the Oklahoma 
fields near Bartlesville, Chelsea, Lena- 
pah, Nowata and Tulsa led to the fil- 
ing of the present suit. While the case 
has been pending, many of the former 
giaves have been ejected from the 
lands, and valuable oil wells have 
taken the place of the cabins on the 
negro homesteads. According to the 
decision, this property will now revert 
to the negroes, and will make some of 
them millionaires. 

Kern Wednesday outlined the history 
of the suit to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
saving: 

“The litigation grew out of a treaty 
made in 1886 between the United States 
Government and the Cherokee Indians. 
A provision in the treaty declared that 


descendants shall have all the rights 
of native born Cherokees, provided the 
slaves returned to the Cherokee coun- 
try by February, 1367. 

Recvardg for Return. 

‘Many of the slaves had accompanied 
their Cherokee masters to army service 
in the ‘Civil War, and were in Texas 
and other Southern states. Those of 
the slaves who returned were allowed 
to settle on the vacant lands. 

“About 1890 the Cherokee tribal gov- 
ernment rented the land in the Cherokee 
outlet to cattlemen for $300,000 a year. 
The Cherokee cpuncil declared that the 
negro slaves had no property rights in 
the rental, and allotted the rental money 
to the Indlans, 

‘In behalf of 4000 slaves, Mr. Laughlin 
and myself brought a suit in the Fed- 
eral Court and got a jydgment for $1,- 
000,000, which was paid to the slaves. 
The Court also enjoined the Cherokees 
from discriminating against the negroes 
in future distribution of the property. 
“In 1908, Congress allotted the land in 
the Cherokee Outlet, and provided that 
all persons living on homesteada should 
réceive a title to the homestead tract 

“In making this allotment, the Dawes 
Commission made a new roll of the 
former siaves entitled to the land. In 
this roll about 2000 who occupied home- 
steads on oil lands were left off of the 
list, and 2000 others took their places. 
These new entries on the rolls would be 
entitled to a tract. but would have 
no claim on the valuable lands under-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—The text of 
anew treaty with Japan designed to _re- 
place that of 1894 and drawn with the 
special] aim, of eliminating the. restric- 
tions upon immigration contained in the 
treaty has been laid pnefore the Senate 
by President Taft. 

The treaty was ordered 
favorably to the Senate by the Coin- 
mittee on Foreign Relations today 
after the committee had heard a 
Statement by Mr. Knox, Secretary of 
State, 

The essential difference between che 
proposed treaty and.the existing conven- 
tion is said to be that it omits all ref- 
erence to such restrictions and leaves to 
the national honor of Japan the enforce- 
ment at her own ports the limitations 
upon emigration from Japan now ex; 
pressly placed upon immigration into 
the United States. 

The document is said to provide that 
either country may renounce the treaty 
at the end of six mgnths, if it fails to 
operate as expected. 

Because it embodies this radical de- 
parture from the existing treaty and 
touches the question of the deepest im- 
portance and interest to the Pacific 
Slope, the injection of this convention 
into the closing hours of the Sixty-first 
Longress created a sensation..

INTHE SNOW 


Two of Five Children; Suffering 
From Measles, Put Out in 
Their Bare Feet. 

ONE IS NEARLY -BLIND 
Husban Sits in the Cold All 


Night Watching Furniture— 
Owes $20. 





Shielded only by a semi-circular and 
roofless stockade, devised from furni- 
ture and blankets, Arthur Fortner, his 
wife and their five children, passed 
seven hours Tuesday afternoon on the 
windswept and snowbound prairie be- 


fore their former home at 870 Relilly 
avenue. They had been evicted for fail- 
ure to pay $20 rent to the Southern Im- 
provement and Manufacturing Co., a 
subsidiary concern of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. 

At 8 p. m. a neighbor opened his home 
to the mother and children, and gave 
them food and shelter. Fortner re- 
mained at the little camp all night and 
kept himself from freezing by firing a 
cook-stove with coal which he picked up 
along the railroad tracks nearby. He 
said Wednesday a he did not know 
what to do. ~ 

Stripping the House. 

Fortner, "who is 62 years old and 
coughs distressfully from exposure suf- 
fered while shoveling snow, returned to 
his home at 1 p. m. Tuesday to find 
Constable John Ayerman. of Justice 
Spies’ court, with two white 
and two negro assistants, in possession 
of the three-room cottage. They were 
stripping the house and dumping beds, 
stoves, chairs and tables into the snow- 
covered street. The temperature was 22 
degrees above zero. 

Mrs. Fortner, ,two years older than 
rer husband and an invalid, was 
crouching over a bed upon which lay 
two of her daughters, Lily, 5 years old, 
and Sylvia, 9, who were ill with measles. 
Lily was temporarily blinded by the dis- 
case. 

When the constables approached the 
sick-bed she sprang between them and 
the children and implored the officers 
not to disturb them. Fortner displayed 
a written certificate from Dr. E. C. 
Eeck, 9468 South Broadway, erdering 
tnat Lily must be kept in a warm, dark 
room, or she would become permanent- 
ly blind. 

An hour later a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter saw the little girls standing up 
to their bare ankles in snow. They 
were whimpering feebly. 

Mrs. Fortner finally obtained a thin 
red shawl from the pile of household 
goods, and, sitting on a chair in the 
street, took the sick girls upon her 
knees and wrapped them in the shawl. 
Shivering about them stood Goldie, 12 
years old; Hugh, 14, and Albert, 18. 
Goldie and Albert, both ailing with lung 
trouble, wore tattered shoes and thread- 
bare garments. 

Fortner returned to the camp and took 
measures to keep his wife and children 
from freezing to death. He arranged 
two beds, a cot turned on its end, a 
dresser and. a table in a semi-circle, 
facing the 16-mile-an-hour wind. Blank- 
ets and sheets were stretched around 
the rude stockade to keep out the cold, 
and the outcasts, sitting on boards in 
the snow, crept closely to the thin shel- 
ter. Fortner dragged a cook: stove in- 
side the semi-circle and buitt a fire 
When the oven became warm he placed 
the sick girls as near it as possible. He 
wrapped their bare feet in rags. Thus 
the family prepared to spend the night, 
if it should become necessary. 

They had no food and the sufferings 
of hunger were added to those of cold, 
Fortner heated water in a kettle on the 
stove so that he could pour it over the 
hands and feet of the children when 
they became benumbed: 

Constable Had to Act, 

Constable Ayerman. told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednesday that he was 
compelled, against his will, to evict the 
family by- the insistence of David Car- 
ruthers Jr., 
district of the Laclede Gas Co. and sec- 
retary of the Southern Improvement 
and Manufacturing Co. 

“T waited 10 days, instead of the five 
allowed by the law,” said. Ayerman, 
“before acting. Tuesday Carruthers 
called me up and said I must evict the 
Fortners. -df I had not done so, he 
could have sued me on my bond. Even 
after I got to the house I telephoned 
Carruthers that it was a bad day to dis- 
possess sick children, He ordered me to 
go ahead. I hated to put the children 
in the snow, but I didn’t have time to 
carry them to shelter. I did what I had 
to do,”’ 

Sympathetic reporters who investi- 
gated the case gave $5 for the tempo- 
rary relief of the family.

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THE SYMPHONY’S DEFICIT. 

At the end of its most successful season from 
every viewpoint the Symphony Society is con- 
fronted by a deficit which is not less vexing be- 
cause it is usual. But it discloses with renewed 
force the meager financial foundation on which 
the superstructure of musical excellence is built. 
The annual outlay for the 65-man orchestra is 
$72,000; the receipts from concerts are $42,000; the 
guaranty fund is $13,000 and the deficit is $17,000. 

This sum must, of course, be provided before 
active steps can be taken to secure the proposed 
endowment fund of $30,000 a year for five years. 
But to make up both the endowment fund for a 
year and the $17,000 deficit would be a modest per- 
formance. Any one of several smaler cities spends 
much more than that every year with results less 
satisfying than are obtained in,.St. Louis. How- 
ever, their experiences are not important. The 
St. Louis orchestra is peculiarly a popular insti- 
tution. It knows no cliques or classes. Exclusivé- 
ness is not one of the attractions of its conterts. 
Its prices are low. It is for the entertainment 
and education of the people and the people should 
provide the money for its support. 

It is unthinkable that failure should be even in 
remote contemplation. A better view is that St. 
Louis will decide to rescue its greatest musical 
asset and place the society in a’ position where

. We have no intention to go into the purposes or 
activities of bar associations. But they are not 
inquisitorial bodies and, by common consent, their 
relation to their own members touches only the 
subject of ethics, as surely as that of a churck 
organization is concerned only with the morals 
and creeds of its members. Certainly bar associa- 
tions do not usurp the functions of grand juries, 
or invade the province of courts, prosecutors or 
attorneys-general. Least. of all are they interested 
in politics, except as affecting the integrity of the 
bench, or with political intrigues or partisan jeal- 
ousies and rivalries.

‘Mr. Taft has quoted William McKin- 
ley in favor of reciprocity. He.might 
easily ‘have cdiled to the witness stand 
the fathers of protection in America. 
In his memorable report on manufac- 
tures, in 1791, Alexander. Hamilton said: 
“If one nation were in a condition to 
supply manufactured articles on better 
terms than another, that other might 
find abundant indemnification in a su- 
perior capacity to furnish the produce 
of the soil. And a free exchange, nat- 
urally beneficial, of the ¢ommodities 
which each has been able to supply on 
the best terms might be carried on be- 
tween them, supporting, in ful] vigor, 
the indugtry of each.’’ 

These sentiments are found in speeches 
by Henry Clay, the first in 1820 and the 
second in 1840: 

‘“T, too, am a friend of free trade, but 
it must be a free trade of perfect 
reciprocity. * * * No one, Mr. Presi- 
dent, in the commencement of the pro- 
tective policy ever supposed that it was 
to be perpetual.”’ 

A letter written Sept. 15, 189, by 
James G. Blaine contained the follow- 
ing: 

“The protectionist who opposes reci- 
procity in the form in which it is now 
roposed knocks away one of the strong- 
est supports of the system. The enact- 
ment of reciprocity is the safeguard of 
protection. The defeat of reciprocity is 
the opportunity of free trade.” 

It will be Observed that the apostles 
of protection did not entertain the lat- 
ter-day idea that an oppressive tax once 
imposed cannot be modified or removed.

| Woman Who Started Campaign for @ Quiet Fourtl 
July Obtains Small Credit for Her Work— ~~ 
_ An Interview for the Post-Dispatch ~~ 





F you gave one life you are a hero- 
| ine, but if you save 2334 lives you're 
merely the president of a society. 

In this case it is the founder of 

the Society for the Suppression of Un- 
necessary Noise. Mrs, Isaac W. Rice, 
who missed the opportunity of winning 
a Carnegie hero medal by going in for 
wholesale life saving. For at the annual 
meeting of the society held in Mrs. 
Rice’s home in the Ansonia the other 
day, it developed that as the result of 
Mrs. Rice’s campaign against a “barbar- 


sons killed while celebrating the nation- 
al holiday in 1910 was only 2923 for the 
entire country as against 5307 for 1909. 

In other words Mra. Rice and her 
society have 28% lives—mainly those of 
children—to their credit in the exche 
quer of the Recording Angel. 

Twenty-five governors of states have 
given their indorsement to the anti-noise 
society's crusade, and the mayors of all 
our large cities have joined enthusias- 
tically tn the movement. Another earn- 
est advocate is Bishop Greer, who at 
the society s last meeting made the 
statement that “America is a mation of 
sonomaniacs. 

‘We Americans,” said the Bishop, 
‘‘seem to be suffering from a sort of 
sonomania, a mad desire not to say 
anything in particular, but to keep up 
a continual clatter with our tongues 
and with other agencies and instru- 
ments that make a noise. 

“On the Fourth of July all this noise 
breaks forth ftmto a boisterous clamor 
of sound and fury, signifying nothing. 
It is a pagan method; it is not a civil- 
ized form of expression. It ought to 
be moribund and obsolete. Some other 
more ‘worthy and patrotic method of 
celebrating the birth of this country 
should be found.”’ 

Mrs. Rice told me some very interest- 
ing things about the projects and aims 
of her society during the coming years, 

“T have five large books filled with 
letters from principals of public schools 
asking if we cannot do something to 
obtain quiet in the neighborhood of the 
schools. _.We have been working for 
many months at the preparation of a 
mass of testimony showing how urgently 
‘quiet zon are needed around our 
schools. 

“Not alone from hundreds of princi- 
pals have come letters begging our aid, 
but even the children themselves have 
written, urging us to save them from 
the hardship of studying in classrooms 
from which all air has been excluded 
in the hope of shutting out some of the 
deafening din. 

“The whole country has sericusly 
taken up the fight against tuberculosis,

over the record for that year I see that from start to finish Chicago and 
New York were the only ones if.it and that it was nip and tuck between 
At the end of May the New Yorks were in the lead, 


captured the pennant for Chicago in 
1885 and 1886. It was not only the 
strongest team I ever had under my 
management, but in my estimation it 
was the best-balanced and most capable 
team ever before the public. I realize 
that this is a sweeping assertion and 
that I shall probably be criticised for 
making it, but it is my honest opinion 
just the same. 

About the only weak point was the 
position of left field, still filled by Ab- 
ner Dalrymple in spite of the fact that 
I had been threatening to let him go 
for several seasons on account of his 
poor fielding, which had cost us more 
than one game. As a batter Dal was a 
warm proposition and that made up for 
some of his shortcumings in the field. 

Our outfield was equal to that of 
any league club before or since, and 
our infield—now, say! You make a 
big mistake if you think modern 
baseball can show it’s superior. This 
was the famous quartet that was 
known everywhere as “Chieago’s stone 
wall,” so called because the only way 
a ball could be sent beyond it was 
to bat it so high that it was out of 
reach. The players who made up that 
infield were Ed Williamson, Fred 
Pfeffer, Tom Burns and yours truly. 
We had played together so long and 
had practiced so steadily that scarce- 
ly a play could be made that we were 
not in perfect readiness to meet. We 
had asystem of signals that was well- 
nigh infallible, and the moment a ball 
was hit and we had noted its direc- 
tion we knew just what to expect. We 
were wise to all the tricks of the dif- 
ferent twirlers, and, most important 
of all, we had perfect confidence in 
each other. 


Williamson and burns Main Source 
of Champions’ Infield Strength 


Jimmy Ryan was a schoolboy from 
Holy Cross College, Worcester, Mass., 
when #1e came to us, but he showed 
signs of making good and he did in 
time. He was a good hitter and a 
&o00d judge of a fly ball. He was also 
an accurate lefthanded thrower. His 
greatest fault was that he wouldn’t 
run out a base hit, but would walk 
to his base. I used to fine him re- 
peatedly for this, but he was slow to 
take the hint. 

The first time I ever saw Billy Sun- 
day he was driving for an undertaker 
in Marshalitown, Io, Later I saw him 
at a fireman’s tournament, and the 
speed he showed on that occasion made 
me think he was first-class timber for 
baseball. I asked him if he would like 
to go to Chicago, and he said he didn’t 
mind provided I wouldn’t expect him 
to work on Sunday. I told him we 
could probably fix that and he con- 
cluded he’d try it. The first 18 times 
he went to bat after playing with us he 
was struck out, and I got a good many 
left-handed compliments from the boys 
on my ability -to pick a winner. I 
hung en to him, however, and he soon 
developed into something really worth 
while. In my opinion Billy Sunday was 
the fastest man on his feet who é@ver 
played with a league team. On ac- 
count of his tremendous speed ability 
Sunday was too daring, taking des- 
perate chances that no one else would 
ever consider for a minute. I want to 
say right here that Billy was as good a 
boy as ever lived, consctentious to the 
verge of “absurdity; always cheery, al- 
ways ready to take a hand.

As she told of the time when she 
thought a happy future assured, her 
voice © trembled. Several times she 
gulped sobs. | 

Walling, too, had dropped his uncon- 
cerned air. He looked worn and paid 
the clogest attention to the testimony.

‘good?’ Adam K. Stricker, her attorney, 
inquired.
